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RESTLESS YOUTH 


In the tradition of Complete Control bands, Restless Youth started out as a band consisting of a bunch 
of friends with no real expectations or ambitions. There was only the desire to play good hardcore music 
and have some fun. But when Chris (23, guitar), Michiel a.k.a. Kledder (23, bass) and Theo (22, drums) 
asked their long-time friend Joseph (23) to check out the songs they wrote and maybe even sing for 
them, things were about to change. The band recorded 5 songs and released them as a demo on their 
friend Hein’s label The Decline Records. The catchy songs, the originality and raw melodic vocals 
immediately grabbed a lot attention. After Restless Youth played another great set at some crazy show 
in Bladel, I sat down in the Justice-car with singer Joseph and asked why it took the four friends so 
long to do a band together. Joseph: “We have all been friends for about ten years now. The reason we 
never got together to do a band was basically because Theo only started getting serious about playing 
drums a year ago and Kledder was always more interested in skateboarding than doing a steady band. 
Me and Chris had been in Act Of Ignorance before but that band wasn't really working out so we quit.” 


So far, almost every Restless Youth show turned out to be a complete outburst of energy with both band 
members and audience losing their minds stage diving, thrashing and singing along on stage. For a 
band who has only been around for a couple of months and with members who never really got a 
response like this in their previous bands it must be quite an experience. “We never, never expected 
this. With Downslide I also played some shows where kids were going nuts, but I play guitar in that band. 
This is different. As a singer, it’s way more intense. The other guys in the band are simply overwhelmed 
by the reactions. We were always the ones stage diving and moshing at Justice or Dead Stop shows. Now 
we’re the ones on the stage and seeing all the craziness is pretty insane. I gotta thank all of the Belgian 
kids though. We received great support from them so far.” 
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Some say it’s at least remarkable to see how a band like Act 07 Ren didis had to ie for years while 
Restless Youth is doing so well right from the start. “Well, musically, when you do your first band, you 
don’t really have a clue. You basically just want to sound exactly like your favorite band. For instance the 
Cro-Mags. So every song you write you ask yourself “does this sound like the Cro-Mags?” After a while : 
that doesn’t feel right anymore. Also, with Act Of Ignorance, not all the band members were dedicated to 3 
work hard for the band.

Then 
Dead Stop came out, and I think to a lot of people it felt like a relief. Here was a band playing good . 
hardcore and it didn’t matter what you looked like or who you were. Straight edge or not. Anybody could 

come to their shows and have a great time. They are definitely largely responsible for the way things are ١ 
right now.” 
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So what are the plans for The Restless?

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| If you haven't at least heard of Dead Stop in the last two years, you must have been 
living under a rock for sure cause what I'm holding here in front of me must be the 
most anticipated record of 2004. Rightfully so? Well, let's see... The first song Kiss 
| My Ass starts off with a melodic intro clearly reminding of Urban Waste's intro to 
| Ignorant. Once you hear Coorde's bass line going through the feedback making the 
intro a real song and hear the pounding drums coming in, you know already what 
time it is and what's ahead. It's time to separate the boys from the men and Done 
| With You will get this job done in less than 20 minutes. When the vocals kick in the 
| unstoppable manic ride has been put in motion. I think I've listened to this record 
| easily over 100 times and I'm pretty sure I will listen to it at least ten times as much 
| before it will even catch some laying-around-dust. But what makes this record and 
band so much better than all other hardcore bands claiming to be influenced by 
Minor Threat, Negative Approach, Antidote and The Abused? First of all their live 
| shows, people who have seen Dead Stop live know the sheer intensity and energy 
| they have from the beginning till the end of their set. Energy that definitely feeds off | 
to the crowd, which feeds off to the band again. Lino -a born front man with | 
charisma not unlike core icons like Ray Cappo, HR or Ian McKaye (as far as I can 
tell)- adds to that an amazing throat and lyrics that are easily recognizable. Those 
familiar with the 7” and not the LP know that before the release of Done With You 
Dead Stop live shows were always better/crazier than the slab of vinyl you’d put on. 
But, brothers and sisters, forget about that, Done With You is the record that 
| Sometimes tops even the craziest live shows. Luckily that exact Dead Stop live 
| feeling has been registered for our offspring by means of this record. Thanks to 
Patrick Delabie from 195 Studios the LP is even on a higher quality level than it 
originally would have been. All the instruments sound hard as nails, intense and 
authentic, they have the same rawness of all the classics. It amazes me how perfect 
this record sounds, both the recording and the songs by themselves. There are so 
many different layers all over the whole thing, for example the little different guitar 
noises in the Endtro (hello The Abused!) and little feedback and solos in pretty much 
every song. 1 also know the kinda ease with which Michiel has written this album, 
which is totally astonishing, especially when hearing all the non-obvious influences 
for Dead Stop) such as Bad Religion, Suicidal Tendencies and the slower SSD stuff. 
| People have been calling Done With You the best European record since Spilling 
Blood Without Reason and other classics, but fuck that. This is the best European | 
record ever, period. The sleeve is drawn by Rob Middleton who also has done stuff e 
for Negazione, Napalm Death and many others. Soon he'll be known as the one who . 
drew the Dead Stop record, whether he likes it or not. This is without a doubt one of | 
| the best records in years (past and ahead). The second press of Done With You has | 
| Just been put out with a gatefold sleeve on Complete Control Records. You have to 


get this, hell or high water! (bartthefleX.) 
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As Im typing this, only a year has passed since Justice's first show. That was Edge 
Day 2003. If you would've told me then that in the span of a year this band would 
grow into one of the world's finest, most exciting and energetic hardcore bands I 
would've probably chuckled and walked away. Even though I could definitely see the 
raw potential of the band, and appreciate the unbridled energy and enthusiasm, it 
would've been hard for me to imagine this band putting out an incredible demo an 
even more incredible 7" and touring the world as well. But fuck it, they did all that 
and more and right now I find it hard to imagine what shows (or hardcore for that 
matter) would be like without Justice. While the “Breakout” demo put them on the 
map and spread their name like wildfire, it is this very 7" that showed the world that 
this band has so much more to offer than catchy songs and raw, youthful energy 
For starters, the song writing has progressed loads - and that is definitely partly due 
to Erik Tilburg joining the band. Not only have the song structures gotten better 
and less. manic, there's also more variety in the songs. Obviously, Justice still 
sounds like they've listened to loads of Youth Of Today, Underdog fadi Deal and 
Straight Ahead, but I can definitely feel a Black Flag touch in some of the guitar 
work, and no one can deny the Sabbath vibe that "Another Way" has. While Spoiler 
Tilburg and Stief keep it tight musically, Switch definitely takes everything a couple 
of levels ‚higher with some amazing vocal patterns, intelligent lyrics and his 
characteristic raw and angry, yet somehow melodic, vocals. At times his vocals 
remind of a young Ray Cappo, while at other times Richie Birkenhead comes to 
mind. Of the 6 songs on here it's hard to point out which one I like best, but I most 
definitely have a serious weak spot for the slower, groovier (Sabbath through 
Supertouchr] styled jam “Another Way", which is the last song on this 7". Then

As I’ve heard this dude never sang before and just nicked up 
the mike and did his thing. His lyrics are pretty cool too, tackling topics that can be 
found on Rock For Light too (next to religious mumbo-jumbo), topics like paranoia 
craziness, being restless and world politics (Ask Yourself being their own Coptic 
Times). The words are put onto the music in a fashion that not many singers 
succeed in, but that a lot try to. The lay-out of this demo is good looking, all the 
lyrics are included and the whole concept has an original turn-out, still clearly a 
hardcore demo though. I have to say that their live shows so far don’t come too close 
to this demo, but that could be cause they aren’t completely used to being on stage 
asa unit or something. I hope they can record an EP and even LP that’s even better 
than this tape, but they’ve made it themselves pretty hard by putting up these 
standards.
